With Ef t! t Quill Pen. 
W ashington, Nov. 16.—A new star

dent at 10:18 o’clock Saturday morn­ 
ing signed the proclamation adm itting 
Oklahoma and Indian Terribly jointly 
as one of the American states, 
L ittle 
formality attached to the cerem ony 
which meanj so much to the people of 
the two territories. 
In appending bD 
signature 
to 
the 
proclamation 
th ' 
president used a pen formed from a 
quill 
plucked ft nm the wing of an 
American eagle. 
The pen will be de­ 
posited with th * Oklahoma Hlstoric.il 
society, 
The proclamation, which was brief, 
ended as follow s: “I, T h e o d o r e Rons* 
velt, president of the United States of 
America, In acce rdance with the en­ 
abling act of congress and by authori­ 
ty, then fore, announce the result of 
the election to be as certified, and do 
hereby declare and proclaim that the 
term s and conditions prescribed by 
c o n g r e s s entitle Ike state of Oklahoma 
to adm i-aion into the Union on it: 
equal footing with tin 
original thir­ 
teen states is accom plished.”

Connected with the signing of the pro­ 
clam ation 
The act was done In the 
cabinet room, to which had been ad 
m ltted Senators Carter and Dixon of 
Montana and Warn* r of m issouri, be

It wa i exactly lit: 16 o’clock 
when Secretary Loeb threw open the 
double loofs leading from the presi­ 
dent’s office.

The president entered and took 
his seat. 
He was at once handed a 
U rge quill pen by the secretary and 
lifting the lid from the inkstand dip 
ped his pen and wrote his name In 
large letters, the pen making an audi­

scrotch,

W hen he had Blushed his signature 
the president picked up a sm all blet 
ter with which he blotted his nae -
